The  Brighton  Corporation  is  the  statutor3^  v/ator  authority 
for  the  iiatriot  end'  supplies  all  the  houses  in  Southedek 
Vvdth  a  piped  \;ator  supply. 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Needham  G-reen,  B.So#,  M.I.C.E* 
Brighton  Corporation  V/aterv/orks  Engineer  for  the  following 
information: - 

1.  The  v/ater  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
quality. 

2.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  both  rav/  and  treated 
waters  are  made  at  v/eekly  intervals .  In  addition  dail^^ 
samples  are  taken  from  taps  at  fixed  points  on  the  district. 
The  results  have  been  satisfactory.  A  general  chemical  and 
mineral  examination  of  the  raw  water  is  made  each  month* 

3 .  All  the  mater  is  obtained  from  chalk  and  no  evidence 
of  plumbosolvent  action  is  apparent* 

4.  Chlorination,  \d.th  post-ammoniation  of  all  raw  waters 
is  practised  continuously  a.nd  surveys  of  the  catchment  area 
are  regularly  carried  out.  In  the  event  of  a  ramr  water 
shovdng  evidence  of  ba.cterial  pollution,  such  surveys  are 
intensified  and  appropriate  adjustments  of  chlorine  and 
ammonia  dosage  are  made.  In  addition,  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  raw^  and  chlorinated  water  is  ca.rried  out 
at  daily  intervals.

The  whole  of  the  district  is  served  by  a  system  of 
foul  sowers  discharging  into  the  Portslade  and  Southvdck  Outfall 
Board’s  intercepting  and  tank  sev/ers  a.nd  from  these  by  a 
controlled  discha.rge  well  out  at  sea* 

As  part  of  the  Boa^rd’s  scheme  to  provide  a  nev/ 
underground  high  level  system  storage  tank  which  v/ill 
serve  the  northern  parts  of  Southv/ick  and  Portslade,  the 
construction  of  the  northern  intercepting  sev/er  and  the 
new  high  level  storage  tank  v\ras  carried  out*By  December 
1961,  the  intercepting  sewer  had  been  completed  but  had  not 
been  brought  into  use  as  the  high  level  storage  tank  v/as 
still  londer  construction 

The  Board  have  no  outfalls  or  overflov\rs  into  rivers 
or  streams. 

Regular  inspections  of  the  foreshore  are  maintained 
and  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  controlled  discharge  of 
sewerage  is  not  working  effectively  as  designed  to  disperse 
the  sewage  v^ell  out  at  sea*
